Hartford End of Toledo Con- 


cern Gobbled Up Op- 


tion Money. 


After having paid |2u,000 in cash 


for an option o« the Pope Motor Car 
plant at Toledo. O., until March 16, 
R. D. Apperson, of Lynchbnrg, Va., 
and his associates on that day were 
obliged to forfeit the sum because tite 
plans for the complete purchase were 
not fulfilled. The buying of the Pipe- 
Toledo factory by Apperson was an- 
nounced last January, at the time ot 
the Madison Square Garden automo- 
bile show, the 125,000 being In the 
nature of a first payment on the prop- 
erty, but subiet-t to forfeiture in the 
event that the balance of the entire 
purchase price was not paid by the 
date mentioned. As a result of the 
expiration of the option period with- 
ont a fulfillment of the terms of the 
arrangement, the Toledo Motor Co., 
which at present holds title to the 
property, but which is controlled by 
the Pope interests at Hartford, Conn.. 
foreclosed on the money which bad 
been pall. 


After giving evidence of tbe sincer- 


ity of his intention to aeqnire th« 
plant, by tho payment of so Sub- 
stantial a sum for tbe option, Apper- 
son engaged in a plan whereby th« 
citizens of Toledo were to subscribe 
for $200,000 iu lionds. He enlisted 
the assistance of the local chamber 
of commerce, but the efforts to in- 
duce Toledoaiis to invest were not 
entirely successful. It was announc- 
ed that the new company, which was 
to be known as the Apperson-Toledo 
Motor Co., would issue I7SO.OQO in 
tlrst mortgage, 6 per cent bonds* 
wbile of the $1,000,000 
la stock.
